NorthWestern Line 
to Make Survey ot 
Idle S c r a p Metal 


W h at promises to prove a tre­ 
mendous source of scrap 
metal 
heietofoie overlooked in 
defence 
efforts m ay be developed as the 
result of an investigation ordered 
today by R. L W illiam s, chief ex­ 
ecutive officer of the Chicago A 
N orthw estern Railroad. 
W illiam s has requested his op­ 
erating department 
to make 
an 
immediate survey throughout the 
10,000 miles of territory served by 
the railroad 
to 
determine 
what 
amount of dormant scrap metal is 
available for defense purposes 
in . 
small 
communities and 
agricul­ 
tural sections not served through 
normal trade channels. 
The railroad executive called for 
the check on scrap 
as the result 
of observations made in a recent 
inspection tour of the road. 
" I found that m any small com­ 
munities had rlumps full of old au­ 
tomobiles, farm 
implements, and 
other 
discarded 
metal 
objects 
which were sim ply rusting aw ay", 
he explained. "A p p aren tly no ef­ 
fort has been made 
for years to 
clear any 
of this scrap 
and 
it 
stands to r e a s o n 
that 
in these 
small towns and on farm s there is 
little or no com m ercial effort to 
dispose of this material. 
D ata Sought 
"W ith the government 
calling 
on the railroads 
for every ounce 
of available metal. I have a very 
definite 
feeling that 
there is a 
tremendous 
quantity of dormant 
scrap in these sm aller 
communi­ 
ties which we serve and the farm s 
adjacent to our line which can he 
| marie available if proper encour­ 
agement on the basis

1 defense necessity is given 
to the 
i owners". 
In requesting 
local 
agents in 
towns of approxim ately 1,000 pop­ 
ulation or lee* to assist in the sur­ 
vey. W illiam s asked that the fol­ 
lowing inform ation he developed: 
Tiie names of scrap dealers do- 
j ing business in the communities, 
the approximate amount of scrap 
shipper! annually, the approximate 
amount now assembled and a va il­ 
able for shipment, an 
opinion as 
to w hether or not dealers are suf­ 
ficiently energetic 
in assembling 
scran from farm ers and others 
in 
small communities, and 
an 
esti­ 
mate as to the amount 
of scrap 
that could 
he made 
available if 
proper inducements are offered to 
assemble it. 
The inquiry also seeks w ays and 
means for establishing m achinery 
for assembling scrap in communi­ 
ties where dealers do not operate.
